• The TV/V CR distinguishes between standard TV 
channels and cable channels. 

• If you want to play or record a video tape 
BEFORE presetting the tuner, you must press the 
MENU button on the remote control. To preset the 
tuner again, see "CHANNEL SET UP AGAIN" on 
page 12. 

• The TV/V CR may memorize TV channels as 
CATV channels if reception conditions are poor. If 
this happens, try the AUTO MEMO action again 
when reception conditions are better. 

5 After scanning 

The tuner stops on the lowest memorized channel. 
If you want to recall the selected channels, you can 
select the desired channel directly with the remote 
control number buttons or CHANNEL A or T button. 
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TO SELECT A DESIRED CHANNEL 

You can select the desired channel by using the 
CHANNEL A or T button or directly pressing the 
number buttons on the remote control. 
Note for using the number buttons: 

• When selecting cable channels which are higher 
than 99, press the +100 button first, then, press the 
last two digits.

CLOCK SET UP 
(AUTO / MANUAL) 



Set the clock accurately for proper automatic timer 
recording. If the Public Broadcasting Station (PBS) 
is available in your area, follow "AUTO CLOCK

AUTO CLOCK SETTING 

You can have the TV/V CR set the clock automatical- 
ly by using the Public Broadcasting Station (PBS) 
channel in your area. Once you have set the clock by 
using the following procedure, the TV/V CR will 
automatically monitor the correct time and date 
being broadcast by the PBS station in your area, 
using a new service called Extended Data Service 
(XDS). 

Make sure ... 

• TV/VCR power must be turned on. 

• Confirm that the antenna connections are correct. 

• The cable converter box must be turned on if your 
TV/VCR is connected directly to it. (See NOTES:) 

• The channel is properly set in advance. 

NOTES: 

• Auto clock setting only needs to be set once. But it 
can be done again if the clock's time has become 
incorrect for some reason. 

• If the TV/VCR is connected directly to a cable 
converter box or satellite box, the local PBS station 
must be selected on the cable box itself, and the 
TV/VCR must be set to the output channel of the 
cable converter box or satellite box (usually chan- 
nel 3 or 4), to be able to set up or correct the clock 
automatically. 

If you do not know what your local PBS station is, 
then follow "Manual Clock Settings". 
The TV/VCR cannot control the channels of the 
cable converter box or satellite box.

Avoid overlap of programs ... 

There is a chance that a program will not be record- 
ed. When programs overlap: 

• The program with the earliest start time will record 
first. 

• Once the earliest program finishes recording, the 
overlapping programs will record in the order of 
the program number. 

• The illustration below demonstrates the sequence 
of recording.

POSSIBLE REMEDY 


My TV/V CR is showing captions 
that are misspelled. 


• You are watching a live broadcast and spelling errors made by the 
closed captioning production company may pass through uncorrected. 
A prerecorded program will not show any misspelled words because 
of the normal time available for editing the captions. 


My TV/VCR will not show the text 
in its entirety or there is a delay of 
what is being said. 


• Captions that are delayed a few seconds behind the actual dialogue 
are common for live broadcast. Most captioning production companies 
can display a dialogue to a maximum of 220 words per minute. If a 
dialogue exceeds that rate, selective editing is used to insure that the 
captions remain up-to-date with the current TV screen dialogue. 


My captions are scrambled with 
white boxes on the TV screen. 


• Interference caused by building, power lines, thunderstorms, etc. 
may cause scrambled or incomplete captions to appear. 


My program guide listed a TV show 
as being closed captioned but none 
of the captions were displayed. 


• Broadcasters may at times use a time compression process to speed 
up the actual program so that additional advertising time can be 
given. Since the decoder cannot read the compressed information, 
captions will be lost. 


My prerecorded video tape does not 
show any captions. The tape box 
mentions it being closed captioned. 


• The video tape was either an illegal copy or the tape duplicating 
company accidentally left out the captioning signals during the 
copying process. 


My TV screen shows a black box 
on certain channels. 


• You are in the TEXT mode. Select CAPTION mode to CAPTION
